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WHITE FINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


White Pine Blister Rust control as conducted in this town 
during 1940 by the State Forestry & Recreation Department and 
the Federal Bureau of Entomology was a part of a nationwide 
program of protecting white pine growth from a bark disease, 
which, though not spectacular, represents a very serious menace 
to this tree if not controlled. Throughout the northeastern 
states, where white pine is especially important, counties, towns, 
cities, and individual owners have cooperated with State and 
Federal agencies. In the Far West, upon the National Forests 
and holdings of large lumber companies, Blister Rust control is 
recognized as a necessary practice in growing white pine. Re- 
cently, the Federal Government reaffirmed and emphasized the 
need of White Pine Blister Rust control by the passage of an 
act authorizing financial assistance to such states as are carry- 
ing on control measures. All towns and their citizens are 
strongly urged to cooperate with the State and Federal govern- 
ment in their efforts to maintain control of this destructive 
disease. 

The following financial statement shows expenditures 
made in this town during 1940 for Blister Rust control by the 
agencies indicated. Persons interested in the detail of control 
work and the life history of Blister Rust may receive a circular 
by applying to the State Forester, Concord, N. H.

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REPORT OF FROST FREE LIBRARY 
1940 ANNUAL MEETING 


The trustees and officers of the Frost Free Library met at 
the library Saturday, October 26, 1940 at 3 p. m. in annual 
meeting. The session was opened by President Rufus S. Frost, 
who ealled upon Rev. Barron F. McIntire to offer prayer. 


The secretary’s report of the last meeting was read and 
approved. 


The report of the treasurer, Fred D. Hemenway, showed 
receipts of $767.46 for the past year, and expenditures of 
$543.25, leaving a balance on hand of $224.21. Mr, Hemenway 
also reported for the Grounds Committee that from $50.25 in 
the Grounds Decoration Fund Sept. 238, 1939, the sum of $40 
has been spent for shrubbery, leaving a balance on hand of 
$10.25. The report of the auditor was read by Mr. Hemenway 
and reports of the treasurer and auditor were approved and 
ordered placed on file. 


The librarian, Mrs. Elfreda K. Cheeseman, gave an in- 
formative report, in which she stated that ‘‘the library has 
been open 112 times during the year with a total circulation 
of 9,578 books, 6,181 of which were adult fiction, 2,549 juvenile 
fiction, 682 adult non-fiction and 216 juvenile non-fiction.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 


I herein submit my eighteenth annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. 


Edueation today faces a crisis in history and eivilization. 
If we are to maintain the ideals of democracy, we must not 
forget the boys and girls in our public schools who are soon to 
be the men and women that have to carry on in a changed 
words. They will have to cope against far reaching questions 
and pay enormous debts. Therefore, it is fitting that we scruti- 
nize carefully our objectives and clarify our methods of pro- 
cedure. Indeed, in our final analysis we must regard our boys 
and girls in the public schools as our first and last line of de- 
fense. 


All isms and philosophies that are poisonous to democracy 
and the American way of life must be banished from public 
schools and colleges. 


We believe our methods of procedure must follow along 
three lines of thought, viz. (1) an invigorated drill and prac- 
tice in fundamentals, the efficiency of the ‘‘Three R’s’’ can 
not be overlooked, the purity of the English language must be 
maintained, the intellectual activity and vision of life ex- 
tended. (2) The pupils must be imbued with a deeper feeling 
for, sense of appreciation of and a higher respect for the home, 
the school and the community. (3) Every child must be 
brought into contact with some situation of life that may give 
him control of himself, give him the power of decision between 
right and wrong. 
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The boys and girls of today are looking not only onward 
but also upward. Let our training be such that they will see 
more above them than airplanes but will grasp the fundamental 
ideas of a Divinity that rules the Universe. 

With the coordination and correlation of the above men- 
tioned lines of thought, we may be able to reach our objective, 
viz., the true Christian American citizen, to whom we may 
delegate with safety the welfare of the American Way of life, 
the Constitution and the highest ideals of democracy.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


The orchestra is in need of assistance in procuring in- 
struments. A sum of $35.00 has been contributed by the W. C. 
T. U., but more is needed if an archestra of caliber, like that of 
the past, is to continue. Many hesitate to start lessons on 
expensive instruments when they are not sure of their talent. 
If the instruments can be purchased, they will serve the 
function of providing a means for Mr. Coogan to begin 
instruction that can be continued by the pupil once interest 
and talent have been initiated. 

The teaching of the science subjects would be aided by an 
enlargement of the laboratory and the addition of another 
laboratory table. 

The purchase of a movie sound projector would materially 
aid instruction in all grades. This instrument would bring to 
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the school an aid in educational procedure that is advocated 
by all leading educators. Educational film lending libraries 
are maintained by many of the leading universities, and the 
majority of the films can be obtained for the cost of postage.

MUSIC 
February 16, 1941. 
Mr. Frederick T. Johnson, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Marlboro, New Hampshire. 
My dear Mr. Johnson: 

The vocal music in the High School is being taught in 
classes as it has been for several years. Only those students 
whose program would not permit them to have music and a 
few others incapable of doing the work in music have been ex- 
cused. There is one class for Seniors and Juniors, one for 
Sophomores, and one for Freshmen. ‘These classes meet once 
each week on regularly scheduled periods. Afternoon classes 
have been arranged for boys and girls wishing to do extra work 
in vocal music. There are twelve students availing themselves 
of this opportunity. These classes allow for much individual 
attention and from these groups should come some very capable 
singers. 

Theory, tone production, sight reading, and ear training 
is stressed in all classes. 

The cultivation of an appreciation of better music is an 
aim in our teaching. 

Musie training is an outlet for emotion and a stimulant 
for a desire for the more cultural things in life. 

The school orchestra meets once a week. Last year several 
students were graduated from the orchestra and the orchestra 
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is not as large as last year. However this group is doing well 
and will appear on several programs during the year. 


Several school-owned instruments are needed if the or- 
chestra is to continue. These instruments could be placed in 
the hands of students and periods for training could be ar- 
ranged. Trumpets, clarinets, trombones, drums, and some 
string instruments are needed. At least three of each instru- 
ment should be provided to make the work profitable and ef- 
ficient. These instruments can be purchased at an average 
price of forty Dollars, ($40.00). 


The W. C. T. U. has been active in stimulating interest 
in this project. This group has raised thirty-five dollars, 
($35.00), and has presented the money to the school board to 
be used as a beginning of a fund for orchestra instruments for 
the school. This action of the W. C. T. U. is greatly appre- 
ciated. 


Each year a recommendation has been made that the Town 
appropriate a certain sum toward a fund to purchase instru- 
ments for the school. This year this recommendation is again 
made. Two hundred dollars, ($200.00) is needed before this 
project can be put into effect. It may be possible to raise this 
sum this year. But if not, then one half the sum should be 
appropriated this year and a like amount another year. Each 
year thereafter a smaller amount should be included in the 
school budget to carry on the program. If this recommendation 
is acted upon, a school orchestra or band of twenty-five to 
thirty players should result. 
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An operetta, ‘‘Pepita,’’ was given last May by the High 
School students. It was enthusiastically received by the towns- 
people and many fine compliments were given to the music 
department for the splendid work of the students. It is hoped 
that another operetta can be presented in 1942. 


Supervision of the grade school music continues as usual 
and a definite increase in interest is evident. 
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Again I express my appreciation to the teachers, Principal 
Elliott W. Keach, Superintendent Frederick T. Johnson, and 
the School Board Members for their interest and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Again this year the school work has been active and in- 
teresting. Frequent visits have been made to both schools. 

The pupils have been weighed and measured three times 
during the year. 

Forty-two pupils have received free milk and cod liver oil; 
and all are invited to bring milk for mid-morning lunch. The 
serving of both the milk and oil is carried on through the co- 
operation of both the teachers and N. Y. A. girls. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 
The annual physical examinations of all the pupils were 
done in October by Dr. L. G. Hildreth assisted by Della A. 
Robbins, R. N. 
280 pupils examined. 
43 ten percent or more underweight. 
3 defective hearing. 
17 defective vision. 
12 defective tonsils. 
2 defective hearts. 


Corrections since the last examination: 
5 have had tonsils and adenoids removed. 
5 have been fitted to glasses. 
4 have been re-fitted to glasses. 
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We regret that there have been two wide spread epidemics, 
namely the mumps and the ‘‘grippe’’ which has greatly af- 
fected the health of both the pupils and general public. 


DENTAL CLINIC 1939-40 


The school dental clinic was conducted by Dr. Gerald 
FitzGerald, of Keene, N. H. In an effort to shorten the clinic 
it was arranged to have all of the high school pupils who wished 
to have their work done through the clinic to go to Dr. Fitz- 
Gerald’s office for their dentistry. Forty-three pupils went 
to Keene for their work. Transportation was furnished the 
parents. This plan worked out very well and we are following 
the same schedule this year, with Dr. FitzGerald cooperating.
